Not the impossible, nor even the un­ 
precedented, but the unusual happened 
Wednesday. 
A tie vote in county commissioners’ court 
resulted 
after County Commissioner-elect 
Raymond Rister voiced another plea that 
precinct road money be divided equally. 
The vote was taken on Taylor Commissioner 
W. F. Schlickeisen’s motion, which Rister 
proposed, that the county’s $175,000 share of 
state vehicle registration money be divided 
equally instead of according to the uneven split 
Commissioner Wesley Foust initiated for the 
Road and Bridge Common Fund and the Farm- 
to-Market and Lateral Road Fund. 


“ I think he’s got a pretty good point,” 
Schlickeisen said as he approved R ister’s 
suggestion that the $175,000 could be divided 
equally even if commissioners split other 
precinct funding unequally. 
Yielding 30 percent of the funding to 
Precinct I. including the Georgetown-Round 
Rock area, 22 percent to Granger Precinct 3 
and 24 percent to the Florence and Taylor 
precincts, the proposed division was applied to 
both road funds and the vehicle registration 
revenue in the prelim inary budget com ­ 
missioners met to review. 
Foust’s original proposal, made during com­ 
m issioners’ first budget study session July 16, 


excluded changing current divisions of the 
state lateral road fund. 
This year all four funds were meted equally. 
AS RETIRING G ranger Com m issioner 
R o b e r t R o z a c k y q u i c k l y s e c o n d e d 
Schlickeisen’s motion, which would subtract 
$8,750 from Precinct I road money allotted un­ 
der the Foust proposal. Georgetown Com­ 
m issioner Wesley Johnson interjected a 
counter motion that the division be left at 30-24- 
22-24. 
“ I already had a second on my motion,” 
Schlickeisen reminded Johnson, and after a 
pause the vote was taken” Schlickeisen and 
Rozacky for, Johnson and Foust opposing. 
“We’re trying to get the thing in a balanced 
situation,” explained County Judge C. L. 
Chance as he broke the tie at last, with a vote 
favoring the even division of 25 percent across 
the board. 
An estimated $433,067 from the Road and 
Bridge Common Fund as well as the $244,000 in 
the F.M. and L R. Fund will still be subject to 
the uneven division already approved by the 
court but often objected to by Rister. 
A cc or di n g to Au d i t or Ben K u r i o ’s 
preliminary budget figures, the Georgetown 
precinct will receive $129,920.10 from the R&B 
Common Fund and $73,200 from F.M. & L.F. 
funding. While the precinct would also have 
received $52,500 as its 30 percent share of the 
vehicle registration fees, the Wednesday vote 
lowered that figure to $43,750. The $8,750 cut — 
five percent of the $175,000 registration fee 
total — would reduce Precinct I road and 
bridge revenue from the three funds to $246,- 
870.10 from $255,620.10. 
Revenues for Precinct 3 would thereby be in­ 
creased $5,250. from $187,454.74 to $192,704;

A fellow by the name of Thomas W. O’Reilly 
wrote the following bit of philosophy, which I 
liked.

WHEN I WAS SMALL, my father gave me a 
pocketknife, and showed me how to whittle.

WHAT HAD HAPPENED was that they 
hadn’t cut with the grain. They had cut against 
it, deep across their best interests and wishes 
and convictions, and so they gashed their per­ 
sonalities. Oddly enough, many youths, es­ 
pecially if impoverished, vow they’re going to 
get rich some day, no m atter what. Some of 
these aspirants possibly visualize the late J. 
Paul Getty as their model, not realizing that 
although he wrote a book entitled “ How to Be 
Rich,” he also admonished his readers never to 
betray themselves.

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UPSIDE DOWN? No, it’s no accident that 
the full page ad you’ll discover in this paper is 
upside down. The custom er wanted it that way 
and we aim to please — well, most of the time, 
anyway. 


Simulated tornado disaster 
to devastate Georgetown 


A tornado is going to rip through Georgetown 
at 2 p.m. Thursday, flattening the city and 
spinning off a virtual nightm are of associated 
catastrophes. 
But don’t pack up your car and evacuate to 
another state. Barring some horribly freakish 
coincidence, the disaster will be totally im­ 
aginary. 
It will be a simulation carried out in the liv­ 
ing quarters of the Georgetown fire station to 
exercise the city’s emergency operations plan 
and test the decision-making capacities of top 
municipal officials. 
BUT WHILE the rest of the city goes about 
its business as usual, the devastating tornado 
touchdown and its related crises will be very 
real to that handful of officials, according to 
two state disaster training specialists. They 
say those reacting to the simulation will 
“ sweat a lot” before the test ends at 5 p.m. 
“ They usually do,” laughed Don Freeman, 
who along with Jam es W. Roby is conducting 
what is known as the Emergency Operations 
Simulation (EOS) on behalf of the Texas 
D epartm ent of Public Safety’s D isaster 
Emergency Services Division. 
“ We’ll start the exercise a little slow, to give 
everyone a chance to get into it,” said 
Freem an. “ But before it’s over, things will go 
faster, problems will arise more quickly than 
they probably would in an actual emergency. 
They’ll be in a really tight situation, trying to 
do the best they can.” 
THE SIMULATION exercise has been 
prepared by Freeman and Roby in combination 
with the top assistants to the heads of the 
various city departments. Starting with the 
assumption that a tornado has just ravaged the 
town, the group, known as “ sim ulators” have 
spent the past week devising all kinds of secon­ 
dary emergencies which theoretically spring 
from tw ister rampage. 
Their exact scenario of challenges to the 
city’s emergency plan is a secret, but Freeman 
revealed it will include up to 50 m ajor and 
minor disasters which will confront those mak­ 
ing the critical decisions in the “ Emergency 
Operations Center” (EOC). 
It isn t likely such a massive onslaught of 


emergencies would ever really occur in such a 
short period of time, Freem an explained. But 
the point, he said, is to push those in command 
to the limit, to let them determ ine how well 
they can function under such pressure. 
“EVERYBODY LIKES to be a simulator, to 
let the devil in him come out a little,” said 
Freeman. “ Sometimes we have to keep it 
within reason.” 
According to the specialists, the exercise 
will work this way: 
City adm inistrators chiefs such as City 
Manager Leo Wood, Fire Chief Rodney Mont­ 
gomery, and Police Chief Travis Thomas, will 
enter the Simulation Room along with as many 
members of the City Council as are available, 
Thursday afternoon. 
They’ll find army field telephones connected 
to a room next door (where the simulators 
are), and walkie talkies to communicate with 
imaginary field units. They will also have 
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missioner Wesley Johnson casually asked, “ If 
we furnish the ambulance and expenses in 
Round Rock and they volunteer, how would the 
reaction be? 
“Same thing in Cedar Park. See what the 
feeling is,” directed Johnson. 
A controversial issue late last year, closing 
of the costly Round Rock station was blocked 
by Johnson’s support in response to citizens of 
the town who urged retention of the station. As 
1975 ended, fewer ambulance runs and more 
no-pickup calls than other county units averag­ 
ed had raised the cost per call for the Round 
Rock unit to roughly double that of any of the 
other four county ambulance stations. 
Simonson’s delay Wednesday had been caus­ 
ed by a vehicle breakdown. 
The EMS supervisor, who had previously 
urged the court to close the Round Rock station 
but argued that Interstate traffic made the 
Cedar Park location vital, agreed that running 
the Round Rock unit on a volunteer basis 
“ would be fine.” 
During a court session early in the year, 
however, when Round Rock Mayor Ray Litton 
had appeared with a group of his town’s 
citizens to fight to keep the station, Litton told 
commissioners the growing city could not 
effectively organize and support a volunteer 
operation as it once had. 
SIMONSON DID voice doubts about the 
possibility of resorting to a volunteer system in 
Cedar Park in a further attem pt to save county 
taxpayers increasing EMS costs. 
“I don’t know if the city administration in 
Cedar Park could stand up for that, if they can 
really get an active volunteer service.” he 
maintained.

Ma’s no piker! 


One thing you can say for Ma Bell — she s no piker! 
THIS WEEK THE GIANT telephone company 
stepped up to the year-old Texas Public Utilities Com­ 
mission and applied for a $298.3 million rate increase 
that is aimed at virtually every pocketbook in the State 
of Texas 


Texans would also pay an additional $20 million 
(more or less) in federal excise taxes if the rate is ap­ 
proved. 


The ordinary observer doesn’t expect to see the new 
state agency grant the entire package, but does believe 
a substantial increase will result. 
Georgetown, which buys its telephone service from 
General Telephone Company, would not be immediate­ 
ly affected but. inevitably, higher rates for Bell would 
mean higher rates for General. 


IT WILL BE INTERESTING to see how we fare un­ 
der the State Utilities Commission, which now has the 
power to grant or refuse rate adjustments that 
previously had been held by individual city governing 
bodies throughout the state. The State Board issue was 
a controversial one but the reasoning was that such a 
board, well funded by the state and representing the 
consumer, would be better able to determine whether 
rate increases w ere ju stified than, say, the 
(Georgetown City Council 
Others cried that the state agency would be 
stacked 
and would, as many state regulatory agen­ 
cies have done in the past, quickly become a friend and 
tool of the very institutions they are supposed to 
regulate. 


Well, in just a few days we will have our first look at 
how the Texas Utilities Commission functions — as 
friend or foe. 
Hold your breath.

Bostal 
Weeds: That’s what Ha cq ii* lie Sanchez 
thought was growing in the window box 
when she moved into her new Boston apart­ 
ment. 
Now, six huge green tomatoes hang from 
those weeds. “I’d never seen a tomato plant 
before,” this new apartment farmer ex­ 
plained. 
Miss Sanchez soon became involved in 
one of America’s fastest growing hobbies, 
apartment vegetable growing on a postage- 
stamp plot. Next year she hopes to have 
squash and a small orange tree. 
Narrow terraces, window ledges, fire-es­ 
cape tubs, and windowsill milk cartons now 


are a "greenmine,” sprouting more than 
just a spot of lunch for thousands of Amer­ 
icans: 
- Third and fourth graders in Hayward, 
California, grew a vegetable garden inside 
a classroom — and gobbled up the entire 
yield themselves. 
- In San Francisco, postage-stamp apart­ 
ment gardening “certainly is a big trend,” 
says Barbara Ingle, head librarian for the 
StryWng Arboretum Society there. 
- “Keep your head looking up and you’d 
be surprised. . . . I’ve even seen tubs of 
melons on roofs,” says Mrs. J. Pancoast 
Beath, chairwoman of the Garden Club of 
America’s horticulture committee. 


- “I believe many, many florists are get­ 
ting into the vegetable [plant] sales,” says 
Jeff MacDonald of the Society of American 
Florists. 
Why the "great surge of interest” in bal­ 
cony or window box vegetable growing, to 
use Mrs. Reath’s words? 
Maybe it is because of “a great return to 
nature," she offered "Or maybe it’s for 
economic reasons.” 
It’s all right as a hobby or a recreational 
stunt,” says Henry Wendler of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Horticultural Society. "But I 
don’t know how many pounds of tomatoes 
you’d get on a balcony. When you train 
plants on a trellis you’re doing well to get 
five or eight pounds [of tomatoes] on a 
plant.” 
Increased sales of vegetable-seed packets 
are due in part to patio or apartment gar­ 
deners. 
John Vaughan, president of the Vaughan 
Jacklin Seed Company in Downers Grove, 
Illinois, notes vegetable seed packet sales 
across the United States soared 60 percent 
from 1973 to 1975, although sales have held 
steady since last year. He says home-grown 


tomatoes are popular because they taste 
better than the store-bought variety. “The 
ones you buy rn the store are the varieties 
that ship well,” he says. 
Says Lee Schneider, president of Lexing­ 
ton Gardens of Norwalk, Connecticut, with 
flower and vegetable-plant outlets in Con­ 
necticut and Massachusetts: “Certainly, the 
‘patio tomato’ has been made quite famous 
in the last year.” And “you can have ex­ 
cellent egg plants planted in one- or three- 
or five-gallon containers.” 
A problem many apartment farmers face 
is a window box that tends to drip water on 
passers-by below. To remedy this, farmers 
have had to have a gentler touch with the 
watering can. 
Books are cropping up on apartment 
farming. One recent paperback is titled: 
"The Apartment Farmer: the Hassle-Free 
Way to Grow Vegetables Indoors, on Bal­ 
conies, Patios, Roofs and in Small Yards.” 
Such books are showing city dwellers 
they don’t have to live in a rooftop pen­ 
thouse to have an apartment garden. All 
they need is a milk container, some sun­ 
light, and a few seeds.

One thing the TASB (which 
reports it represents 761 of the 
state’s 1,095 districts, and 91 
percent of the students) is in­ 
terested in changing is the 
salary designations and position 
classifications used in the 
current TEA plan — and that 
should provide some fireworks. 
Disagreement among large 
and small districts prevented 
them from having the political 
clout which they had hoped to 
exert — so efforts are being 
made now to work out some 
plan that will not displease 
anyone too m uch, even if 
th ere s no way to p lease 
everyone totally. 
The big imponderable in all 
this is how much money the 
sta te will have for school 
finance — since Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe has indicated he wants 
to use a good part of the pro­ 
jected surplus for highways. 
House Public Education Com­ 
m ittee Chairman Tom Massey 
of San Angelo says he thinks the 
lawmakers can accommodate 
both "concrete and kids” — and 
still meet Briscoe’s no-new- 
taxes requirement. 
But with the state already 
spending some $1.6 billion on 
school fin a n c e , and folks 
clamoring for more help with 
the $500,000,000 plus in local 
fund assignm ents, M assey’s 
hopes may not be realized. 
At any rate, "P a rt II” looks 
like it will be as interesting as 
"P art I" was — and it will at 
least answer whether there’ll 
be "Education Session, Part 
III," in 1979. 


JFK’s Death Castro Plot, Said Roselli 


WASHINGTON - On July 28, 
Mafia mobster John Roselli set 
out for the golf course. He never 
made it. His associates notified 
us that he had vanished. 
Five years ago, we investig­ 
ated Roselli’s role in the CIA plot 
to assassinate Cuban premier 
Fidel Castro Roselli found that 
we protected out sources. He 
came to trust us. We were the 
only newsmen he would talk to. 
That’s why his associates called 
us about his disappearance. 
We broke the story here on 
ABC that Roselli was missing A 
few days later, his body was 
found, stuffed into an oil drum, 
near north Miami Beach. 
Three Miami detectives re­ 
cently flew to Washington look­ 
ing for clues that might lead to 
Roselli’s killers. They got the 
runaround. The FBI gave them 
no help The Senate Intelligence 
Committee refused to let them 
see Rosellfs latest testimony. It is 
stamped Top Secret.’’ 
We can report what he said 
Roselli testified that he believed 
Fidel Castro was responsible for 
John F. Kennedy's assassination. 
It was his first reaction. Roselli 
said. upon learning that Ken­ 
nedy had been killed. 
Roselli believed that Castro 


had retaliated for the attempts 
upon his own life But Roselli in­ 
sisted that he had no evidence, 
that he was merely giving his 
own opinion. He was so guarded 
in his testimony that Sens. 
Howard Baker and Richard 
Schweiker accused him of hold­ 
ing back information. 
The senators now fear that 
Roselli’s murder may have been 
linked to the Castro caper 
We have learned that Roselli 
was not the retired, inactive 
mobster he pretended to be. He 
was deeply involved in financial 
swindles in southern Florida. 
He had also antagonized some 
powerful mobsters by talking too 
much to the government. It looks 
as if hts killing w as a gangland 
execution. 
The Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy, meanwhile, has given up its 
efforts to assassinate Fidel 
Castro. The last attempt was 
made rn 1963 Yet the plotting 
against Castro is still going on 
As late as last May. a group of 
Cubans in Miami conspired to 
kill Castro while he was visiting 
Mexico City Intelligence sources 
say the plotters belonged to a 
terrorist group called tlx* "ITag- 
m atistas" But they have no con­ 
nection with the CIA 
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KIM ’S COMEUPPANCE: 
Kim ll Sung, the North Korean 
leader, has apologized for the 
murder of two American of­ 
ficers. They were beaten to 
•death by axe-wielding North 
Korean guards. Kim said the 
slaying was ‘‘regretful.’’ 
It wasn’t much of an apology, 
and the United States rejected it. 
But it was the first apology Kim 
has ever made to the United 
States. 
What caused him to back 
down9 Here’s the inside story: 
Communist China sits heavily on 
North Korea’s northern bonder. 
Kim c a n ’t m ake a move, 
therefore, without consulting 
Peking. 
Late last week. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger met with 
Huang Chen, who heads the 
Chinese Communist mission in 
Washington. Kissinger asked the 
Chinese to use their influence to 
cool the crisis. 
Apparently, Kim received the 
word from Peking. He im ­ 
m ediately sent a personal 
message to the United Nations 
commander, backing down. 
VIEW FROM SAN CLE­ 
MENTE: F'ormer president 
Richard Nixon is worried that 
President Ford may jeopardize 
his accomplishments in China. 
Nixon recently emphasized this 
to at least two close friends. He 
said old Mao Tse-Tung, the 
founder of Communist China, is 
dying. It is a crucial time, 
therefore, for Chinese-American 
relations 
Yet as Nixon sees it. Ford Is 
neglecting China and favoring 
Russia. Nixon believes this is an 
historic mistake. He thinks the 
United States should tilt toward 
China. 


The former president is also 
critical of F o rd s diplomatic 
efforts in the Middle East. Re­ 
cent events have given the 
United States an opportunity, he 
said, to strengthen its ties with 
the moderate Arab countries. 
This will take skillful personal 
diplomacy, in Nixon’s opinion. It 
will also mean adopting a more 
balanced Middle East policy, 
less favorable to Israel. But the 
end result, Nixon contended, 
would be better for Israel. 
GUARDING THE WIVES: 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date Jimmy Carter has obtained 
Secret Service protection for his 
wife and the wife (rf his running 
mate, Mrs. Walter Mondale. 
The confidential request was 
submitted to Treasury Secretary 
William Simon. His chief counsel 
ruled that he had no legal 
authority to assign bodyguards 
to candidates’ wives. But Simon 
said he didn’t want to take a 
chance on the lives of the two 
women. Therefore, he asked 
President Ford to sign a special 
authorization. 
BALKING BROOKE: The 
nation’s leading black Repub­ 
lican, Sen. Edward Brooke of 
Massachusetts, feels he may 
have been used by his own party. 
He was asked to .submit his fi­ 
nancial records to President 
Ford, as one (rf a dozen rice 
presidential prospects. 
Brooke refused, not because of 
what the records showed but 
because he didn’t believe Ford 
considered him a serious candi­ 
date. "They’ve bandied my 
name around for two years,” he 
told us. T told them to come 
back for the financial records 
when they were serious.”

Georgetown's municipal finan­ 
cial records got under way in 
City Hall last week, with two 
staff auditors from the Austin 
firm of Pendleton and Erickson 
examining the city's books and 
accounts. 
Jim Wheeler and Stan Jackel 
expect to be working in the 
Council Room of the municipal 
building for about two weeks, 
but Wheeler said the procedure 
involves additional background 
work. 
“ IT TAKES a couple of 
months 
to 
go 
through 
everything, though we’ve only 
been here in City Hall since 
Monday." said Wheeler. ‘‘We 
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do some office work before we 
even come out. I guess you 
could say we’ve been working 
on this year’s audit for the last 
four years.” 
Asst. City Manager W. L. 
Walden said the city has used 
the firm for the past three 
years, paying $5,000 to $6,000 
per audit. The procedure begins 
at the close of the city’s fiscal 
(financial) year on August 31. 
‘‘THEY MAKE SURE all the 
money, revenues and expen­ 
ditures. are accounted for and 
put down in the right books,” 
Walden explained. “ To be 
blunt, what they do is make 
sure nobody is cheating the ci­ 
ty. When you hear of something 
like $2,000 missing someplace. 
it was usually an auditor who 
discovered it. You can get by 
with that sort of thing for 
maybe a year, but then you’ve 
had it. If they find anything 
missing, we better sure have a 
reason for it. 
“ What they do is called a con­ 
trolled audit.” Walden added. 
‘‘They pick about 160 of our 
bills, send them out to our 
customers, and ask them to 
reply if they find anything 
wrong. They're also starting to 
completely audit all our books 
and bank accounts. 
“ This company is very 
thorough, double thorough,” 
Walden added.

Texas gas prices up since July Fourth 


Texas motorists who take a 
motoring trip during the Labor 
Day Weekend will have few if 
any problems finding gasoline, 
but they’ll have to pay about a 
penny per gallon more for fuel 
than the average price charged 
by service stations during the 
July Fourth weekend two 
months ago. 
A survey of 254 gasoline 
retailers showed these average 
prices: 57.4 cents a gallon for 
regular, 59.4 for unleaded and 
61.1 for premium. 
Conducted just before the 
July Fourth weekend, the last 
statewide fuel price survey 
revealed corresponding prices 
of 56.3, 58.3 and 60.4. Last 
Memorial Day weekend, May 
28-31, the average prices were 
54.3 . 56.5 and 58.2. 
AS THE PRICE of gasoline 
has risen throughout the 
summer, so have the potential 
savings for motorists who pump 
their own gas. Average reduc­ 
tion in price at self-service 
pumps is 4.3 cents a gallon for 
the Labor Day weekend, as 
compared to 4.1 cents July 
Fourth and 4.0 cents Memorial 
Day. 


HELPFUL 
INFORMATION 


Proper nutrition in infancy is 
critical for suitable growth and 
development. It can help the in­ 
fant avoid the risk of the insuf­ 
ficiencies and excesses which 
may cause problems during in­ 
fancy and which may, some 
nutrition authorities say, be 
associated with problems later 
in life. 
Unfortunately, breast feeding 
or formula feeding regimens 
are often altered early in an in­ 
fant’s life by the addition of 
cereals and solid foods, or by a 
complete replacement with a 
mixed diet of cereals, solid 
foods and/or cow’s milk. These 
altered diets can add excess 
calories and nutrients which 
may result in problems. Ad­ 
ditionally, these altered diets 
may lead to inadequate intakes 
of certain important nutrients 
such as iron. 
To prevent imbalances of this 
sort, pediatricians throughout 
the country are advising 
mothers that breast milk or an 
infant formula should be the 
major source of food for the 
first six months of a baby’s life. 
After that, throughout the first 
year, their use should be con­ 
tinued, with other foods added 
judiciously. 
This is an important first 
nutritional step because breast 
milk or formula provides the 
n u trien ts for grow th and 
developm ent in a suitable 
balance and form.

TEXAS MILK MARKET 
REVIEWED - Records from 
the Texas Milk Market Order 
indicate that both the volume of 
milk and the n u m be r of 
dairymen delivering milk on 
the Texas market is down from 
a year ago. Although the total 
volume of milk was down about 
five million pounds from July, 
1975, the amount of milk used in 
Class I (fluid use) was 69 per­ 
cent of all producer milk, up 
3.89 percent from last July. 
Producers delivering milk on 
the Texas market decreased by 
771 from July of last year, but 
th e a v e r a g e d a i l y mi lk 
deliveries per producer in­ 
creased 586 pounds.

Animated look at 
carousel of life 


“I m ade a decision when I 
was a young 22-year-old 
student at The Art Center of 
Los Angeles,” says award- 
w in n in g a n i m a t o r J o h n 
Hubley, “and I never veered 
off course from then on. I 
knew I wanted to do ani­ 
mated film because it incor­ 
porated all my interests: 
art, dram a, movement and 
the study of my fellow 
human beings." 
John and his wife Faith’s 
m o s t r e c e n t p r o j e c t , 
“ E v e r y b o d y R i d e s t h e 
Carousel," c e rta in ly fits 
that bill. This colorful 90- 
m inute family film was 
adapted from the works of 
r e n o w n e d p s y c h o a n a l y s t 
Erik H. Erikson. It airs Fri­ 
day, Sept. IO 9 p.m., ET) 
over CBS. 
F a i t h H u b ley r e c e n t l y 
recalled how she and John 
began the project. “We initi­ 
ated the project with a 
group of students at Yale. 
The students began with a 
need to learn the Erikson 
material well enough to be 
able to engage in the even­ 
tual visualization of his 
ideas, which hold that the 
whole of an individual life is 
lived in crucial stages: that 
an emotional crisis occurs 
at each stage; and that the 
dynamics of the society in 
which one lives contribute 
to. or d e tra c t from, the 
eventual resolution of each 
crisis. 
“my strongest motivation 
in undertaking the project 
was to communicate to new 
parents, in a spirit of play 
a n d e n l i g h t e n m e n t , the 
needs and feelings of small 
children. Children are often 
treated as things and people 
without human rights. My 
thought was that if parents 
could be given a sense of the 
whole life cycle, their sen­ 
sitivity to their offspring 
might be increased and the 
relationship generally im­ 
proved for both sides." 
Both of the Hublevs have 
impeccable credentials for 
undertaking such a project.

John joined the Walt Disney 
studio in 1935. He painted

Hubley has mixed feelings

Sixty years, 125 motion pic­ 
tures and a couple of daytime 
television soap operas, and 
Tom Brown is still going 
strong. 
This generation would prob­ 
ably find it difficult to put the 
name and the face together. He 
hasn’t made a film in seven 
years. And most of his old flicks 
- the ones in which he costar­ 
red w ith Tyrone Pow er, 
Claudette Colbert, Jeannette 
MacDonald and Nelson Eddy, 
Jimmy Stewart, Robert Young, 
Don Ameche and Alice Faye - 
have long since been played 
out on television, even on the 
late, late shows. 
But to the afternoon televi­ 
sion viewer, the housewives, 
shut-ins, elderly and retired 
citizens, he's a very familiar 
face. Brown spent six and a 
half years on General Hospi­ 
tal,” and for the past year, he 
has played Nathan Curtis in 
“Davs of Our Lives” on NBC- 
TV. 
It s a long way since he made 
his film debut in silent films in 
a studio in Fort Lee. Today, 
Brown is 63 years old. He was 
less than two years old when he 
made his show business debut 
in vaudeville, with his parents.

He made an infrequent trip 
back to his home towa New 
York, this past week to be 
honored by the city'. Mayor 
Beame presented him with a 
certificate of recognition, 
marking his 60 years in show 
business. 
In films, he was almost type 
cast, frequently playing the 
good-natured, easy-going 
younger brother of the pretty 
girl. 
In television. Brown had a 
recurring role in “Gunsmoke,” 
and appeared in 26 episodes 
through the years before 
becoming a regular on “Gener­ 
al Hospital.” 
Brown is well off today. He 
has made investments in two 
mines, one in Alaska, the other 
in California, which are about 
to be sold.

Get to 
the studio by 6 and spend the 
day," Brown said. 
It Is very much like the early 
years of his career, when he 
worked in stock companies. 
“Y’ou worked one show, 
rehearsed a second, and 
studied a third, all at the same 
time.' Brown observed. ‘There 
is a great eomeraderie in the 
soaps, too. These people are 
very professional. Everybody 
works together." 
In his early movie career. 
Brown was under contract to 
Paramount, at the same time

Cooper. Claudette Colbert, 
Mary Boland, George Raft, 
Carole Lombard.

plus charts to keep track of emergenicy 
situations and responses. 
After a brief review of the ground rules, they 
will be notified of the disaster. 
I hen the phones will begin ringing and the 
radios squawking, as the sim ulators next door 
relate a steady stream of em ergencies 
associated with the tornado strike. 
ONLY RESOURCES that would actually be 
available to the city in an emergency will be 
available in the simulation. For instance, if 
three fire trucks are sent to one location, then 
are needed elsewhere, the fire chief will have 
to decide which structure burns. If he tries to 
send non-existant units, a sim ulator will reply, 
sorry, we’re out of vehicles.’ 
The idea, said Freem an, “is for the people 
responsible in a local emergency to all to 
come together at some local point (the EOC) 
and operate from it to cut response time. 
We're trying to present the idea that this way

they can do a better job, eliminate more suf­ 
fering, further reduce damages, and save 
lives.’’ 
“ THE CITY has recently rewritten its 
emergency plan,” added Roby, Freem an’s 
partner. “They want to exercise it and we are 
creating a situation requiring execution, so 
they can get a feel for their capabilities. 
“Civil preparedness,” he continued, “ is 
simply local government in action. The sam e 
people who do the jobs today would do those 
sam e jobs in an em ergency.” 
When the exercise is over, the specialists ex­ 
plained, those involved will review their per­ 
formances and evaluate their own responses. 
They will try to identify shortcomings in their 
procedures or perhaps the need for better 
facilities. Or they may find the emergency 
plan is quite adequate to serve its function. 
In any case, the sim ulators preparing the ex­ 
ercise say they’ve got an imposing obstacle 
course.

WITH PROJECTED year-end balances of 
$21,750 in each precinct road coffer and the ad­ 
dition of an evenly divided $50,194.37 in state 
L R. money, Williamson County precincts are 
expected to have a total $989,261.37 at their dis­ 
posal for road work during the coming year. 
Individual totals show a projected $281,168.69 
for Precinct I, where dividing the vehicle 
registration fund according to Foust’s proposal 
would have given the Precinct $289,918.69. 
Yearlong funding for Precinct 3 roadwork rose 
from a projected $221,753.33 to $227,003 as a 
result of the Schlickeisen motion initially 
proposed by Rister. 
The other two precincts would end up with an 
expected $240,544 from 24 percent of the R&B 
and F.M. & L R. funds and 25 percent of vehi­ 
cle registration and the state L R. fund. 
Although commissioners have agreed to the 
30-24-22-24 split for R&B and F.M.-L.R. money, 
and to equally divide other road and bridge 
precinct revenues, no final action may be 
taken until after a public hearing is held. 
Commissioners decided to hold the public 
hearing on S eptem ber 27, when county 
residents are invited to attend the 10 a.m. com­ 
missioners’ court m eeting in order to comment 
on any aspect of the estim ated total $2,741,- 
552.12 budget. The total includes not only tax 
income but an estim ated $488,500 in fees of of­ 
fice as well as all grant money and employees’ 
contributions to county social security and 
retirement programs.

fice secretary-deputy salary $20 monthly from 
$580 to $600, in addition to the standard $50-a- 
month raise which all county employees will 
receive as of January I. 
The decision was m ade because the 
secretary is occasionally called after office 
hours to assist with any female prisoners the 
office may handle. 
“The other brackets work from eight to five, 
but she does have to come down here when 
they bring in women prisoners. I’m not saying 
she does it a lot but she does have to come 
down here,” explained Foust. 
“There are other offices that put in as much 
or more overtime on the job,” Kudo pointed 
out, apparently to Foust’s surprise. 
In response to Foust’s question, Kudo, who 
had himself just completed detailing to the 
penny a first draft multi-million-dollar county 
budget, specified the tax office employees, 
who work overtime early in the year accepting 
vehicle registrations and issuing new license 
plates. This year the license plate rush has 
never slowed, reports that office, because of 
the influx of out-of-state employees of large 
area companies. 
“ It s not that they have to,” responded 
Foust, but Kurio dropped the subject with only 
a brief, “ Yessir, they do.” 
“I still make the proposal — $20 a month,” 
Foust said after a pause and “I’ll go along with 
that” was the decree from the remaining com­ 
missioners.

patterns of behaviour . . . established by those 
with personalities entirely different from their 
own, he warned.

GLODT SAYS the crop is also high 
quality. 
“Willie deserves all the credit,” he 
declared. “ He brought the crop up all by 
himself. He totally ignored all the 
modern concepts of agriculture, did it 
his own way, and still cam e up with a 
crop.’’ 
"I just kept the grass and weeds cut 
from around the plants, and kept ’em 
watered,” said Parker. “I looked on ’em 
for insects every day, but I didn’t see 
any. I guess it was that fertilizer we used 
on the rest of the lawn.” 
Glodt recalled, “ I was just carrying a 
bunch of cotton seed out one day about 
last April, and I decided to stick some in 
the ground, just to see what it would do. 
“I PUT about five or six seeds in a 
foot-long row — Delta Pine SRI, Luther 
Bird's experimental variety CAM, Dunn 
120, and Lockett 4789A - then I forgot 
about it. 
“Guess I thought Willie had probably 
dug it all up, but then one day he brought

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still would be able to hire fill-in reserve per­ 
sonnel as well, such as in tim es when an 
employee falls sick on short notice. 
Simonson also agreed with the court’s 
suggestion that vacation schedules be planned 
in advance so that an entire station could be 
closed instead of having the county hire one 
reservist each time someone took his vacation. 
With one station — probably Round Rock — 
closed, nearby stations would go on standby 
duty for two areas so that the closing would not 
mean any lack of ambulance service.

“I can see the pros and cons of both sides,” 
replied Simonson, explaining it would be easier 
to get a replacement fill-in for sick personnel 
to work the shorter shift, but that the change 
would not give them much leeway when they 
are off.” 


Simonson himself favored the proposal, poin­ 
ting to the fact that m ental fatigue is ap­ 
preciably greater during the final 24 hours of 
the long shift, and contributes to increased 
possibility of error. 


COLLECTIONS also cam e up for discussion 
again as commissioners considered expenses 
for the upcoming year, including $145,530 in 
salaries and fringe benefits and $21,750 for 
equipment as well as $15,000 for a new am ­ 
bulance. 
Simonson reported that collections are good 
in Taylor and. at the other extrem e, bad in 
Cedar Park. 
“ As long as we have a station at Cedar Park 
I think there will be a bad collection rate there, 
just because of highway accidents,’’ he said, 
pointing out that the county collection rate is 
still above the national average. 
“ I think there ought to be a real sincere ef­ 
fort made to collect on delinquent accounts,’’ 
Foust told him. “ If we don’t make the effort 
they are not going to come in for us.

The 454 puts less of a strain on the m otor,” 
Simonson rejoined. He told commissioners 
that because of the size and weight of the units, 
he has had trouble driving 65 miles per hour to 
Brackenridge. Wind resistance against the 
high tops, coupled with the weight of the large 
vehicles, he maintained, make the larger 
motor advisable. 
” What’s between 350 and 454 - 400? I think 
we need to compromise,” said Foust. 
—0— 
Commissioner W. F. Schlickeisen of Taylor 
reported on progress of repairs to the Taylor 
unit involved in a wreck earlier in the summer. 
It should be ready the end of this week or 
the beginning of the next. They had to take the 
front end off half in two and put on a new one,” 
he said.

A fellow by the name of Thomas W. O’Reilly 
wrote the following bit of philosophy, which I 
liked.

Simulated tornado disaster 
to devastate Georgetown 


A tornado is going to rip through Georgetown 
at 2 p.m. Thursday, flattening the city and 
spinning off a virtual nightmare of associated 
catastrophes. 
But don’t pack up your car and evacuate to 
another state. Barring some horribly freakish 
coincidence, the disaster will be totally im­ 
aginary. 
It will be a simulation carried out in the liv­ 
ing quarters of the Georgetown fire station to 
exercise the city’s emergency operations plan 
and test the decision-making capacities of top 
municipal officials. 
BUT WHILE the rest of the city goes about 
its business as usual, the devastating tornado 
touchdown and its related crises will be very 
real to that handful of officials, according to 
two state disaster training specialists. They 
say those reacting to the simulation will 
“ sweat a lot” before the test ends at 5 p.m. 
“ They usually do," laughed Don Freeman, 
who along with Jam es W. Roby is conducting 
what is known as the Emergency Operations 
Simulation (EOS) on behalf of the Texas 
D epartm ent of Public Safety’s D isaster 
Emergency Services Division. 
“ We’ll start the exercise a little slow, to give 
everyone a chance to get into it,” said 
Freeman. “ But before it’s over, things will go 
faster, problems will arise more quickly than 
they probably would in an actual emergency. 
They'll be in a really tight situation, trying to 
do the best they can.” 
THE SIMULATION exercise has been 
prepared by Freeman and Roby in combination 
with the top assistants to the heads of the 
various city departments. Starting with the 
assumption that a tornado has just ravaged the 
town, the group, known as “sim ulators” have 
spent the past week devising all kinds of secon­ 
dary emergencies which theoretically spring 
from twister rampage. 
Their exact scenario of challenges to the 
city's emergency plan is a secret, but Freeman 
revealed it will include up to 50 major and 
minor disasters which will confront those mak­ 
ing the critical decisions in the “ Emergency 
Operations Center” (EOC). 
It isn t likely such a massive onslaught of 


em ergencies would ever really occur in such a 
short period of time, Freem an explained. But 
the point, he said, is to push those in command 
to the limit, to let them determ ine how well 
they can function under such pressure. 
“EVERYBODY LIKES to be a simulator, to 
let the devil in him come out a little,” said 
Freem an. “ Sometimes we have to keep it 
within reason.” 
According to the specialists, the exercise 
will work this way: 
City adm inistrators chiefs such as City 
Manager Leo Wood, Fire Chief Rodney Mont­ 
gomery, and Police Chief Travis Thomas, will 
enter the Simulation Room along with as many 
m embers of the City Council as are available, 
Thursday afternoon 
They’ll find army field telephones connected 
to a room next door (where the simulators 
are), and walkie talkies to communicate with 
imaginary field units. They will also hive 
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missioner Wesley Johnson casually asked. “ If 
we furnish the ambulance and expenses in 
Round Rock and they volunteer, how would the 
reaction be9 
“Same thing in Cedar Park. See what the 
feeling is,” directed Johnson 
A controversial issue late last year, closing 
of the costly Round Rock station was blocked 
by Johnson’s support in response to citizens of 
the town who urged retention of the station As 
1975 ended, fewer ambulance runs and more 
no-pickup calls than other county units averag­ 
ed had raised the cost per call for the Round 
Rock unit to roughly double that of any of the 
other four county ambulance stations. 
Simonson's delay Wednesday had been caus­ 
ed by a vehicle breakdown 
The EMS supervisor, who had previously 
urged the court to close the Round Rock station 
but argued that Interstate traffic made the 
Cedar Park location vital, agreed that running 
the Round Rock unit on a volunteer basis 
“ would be fine.” 
During a court session early in the year, 
however, when Round Rock Mayor Ray Litton 
had appeared with a group of his town’s 
citizens to fight to keep the station, Litton told 
commissioners the growing city could not 
effectively organize and support a volunteer 
operation as it once had 
SIMONSON DID voice doubts about the 
possibility of resorting to a volunteer system in 
Cedar Park in a further attem pt to save county 
taxpayers increasing P^MS costs. 
“ I don’t know if the city administration in 
Cedar Park could stand up for that, if they can 
really get an active volunteer service,” he 
maintained.

Raymond Rister voiced another plea that 
precinct road money be divided equally. 
The vote was taken on Taylor Commissioner 
W. F. Schlickeisen’s motion, which Rister 
proposed, that the county’s $175,000 share of 
state vehicle registration money be divided 
equally instead of according to the uneven split 
Commissioner Wesley Foust initiated for the 
Road and Bridge Common Fund and the Farm- 
to-Market and Lateral Road Fund. 


“ I think he’s got a pretty good point,” 
Schlickeisen said as he approved R ister’s 
suggestion that the $175,000 could be divided 
equally even if commissioners split other 
precinct funding unequally. 
Yielding 30 percent of the funding to 
Precinct I. including the Georgetown-Round 
Rock area. 22 percent to Granger Precinct 3 
and 24 percent to the Florence and Taylor 
precincts, the proposed division was applied to 
both road funds and the vehicle registration 
revenue in the prelim inary budget com­ 
missioners met to review. 
Foust’s original proposal, made during com­ 
m issioners’ first budget study session July 16, 


excluded changing current divisions of the 
state lateral road fund. 
This year all four funds were meted equally. 
AS RETIRING G ranger Com m issioner 
R o b e r t R o z a c k y q u i c k l y s e c o n d e d 
Schlickeisen’s motion, which would subtract 
$8,750 from Precinct I road money allotted un­ 
der the Foust proposal, Georgetown Com­ 
m issioner Wesley Johnson interjected a 
counter motion that the division be left at 30-24- 
22-24. 
“ I already had a second on my motion,” 
Schlickeisen reminded Johnson, and after a 
pause the vote was taken" Schlickeisen and 
Rozacky for. Johnson and Foust opposing. 
“ We’re trying to get the thing in a balanced 
situation.” explained County Judge C. L. 
Chance as he broke the tie at last, with a vote 
favoring the even division of 25 percent across 
the board. 
An estim ated $433,067 from the Road and 
Bridge Common Fund as well as the $244,000 in 
the F.M. and L R Fund will still be subject to 
the uneven division already approved by the 
court but often objected to by Rister. 
Ac c o r d i n g to Au di t o r Ben K u r i o ’s 
prelim inary budget figures, the Georgetown 
precinct will receive $129,920 IO from the R&B 
Common Fund and $73,200 from F.M. & L F. 
funding. While the precinct would also have 
received $52,500 as its 30 percent share of the 
vehicle registration fees, the Wednesday vote 
lowered that figure to $43,750. The $8,750 cut — 
five percent of the $175,000 registration fee 
total — would reduce Precinct I road and 
bridge revenue from the three funds to $246,- 
870.10 from $255,620.10. 
Revenues for Precinct 3 would thereby be in­ 
creased $5,250, from $187,454.74 to $192,704.

THE GIANT telephone company 
stepped up to the year-old Texas Public Utilities Com­ 
mission and applied for a $298.3 million rate increase 
that is aimed at virtually every pocketbook in the State 
of Texas. 


Texans would also pay an additional $20 million 
(more or less) in federal excise taxes if the rate is ap­ 
proved. 


The ordinary observer doesn t expect to see the new 
state agency grant the entire package, but does believe 
a substantial increase will result. 


Georgetown, which buys its telephone service from 
General Telephone Company, would not be im m ediate­ 
ly affected but. inevitably, higher rates for Bell would 
mean higher rates for General. 
IT W ILL BE INTERESTING to see how we fare un­ 
der the State Utilities Commission, which now’ has the 
power to grant or refuse rate adjustm ents that 
previously had been held by individual city governing 
bodies throughout the state The State Board issue was

City vegetable gardens growing

Boston 
Weeds. That s what Racquets Sanchez 
thought was growing in the window box 
when she moved into her new Boston apart­ 
ment 
Now, six huge green tomatoes hang from 
those weeds “I’d never seen a tomato plant 
before,” this new apartment farm er ex­ 
plained 
Miss Sanchez soon became involved in 
one of America’s fastest growing hobbies: 
apartment vegetable growing on a postage 
stamp plot. Next year she hopes to have 
squash and a small orange tree 
Narrow terraces, window ledges, fire-es­ 
cape tubs, and windowsill milk cartons now 


are a “greenmine,” sprouting more than 
just a spot of lunch for thousands of Amer­ 
icans: 
— Third and fourth graders rn Hayward, 
California, grew a vegetable garden inside 
a classroom - and gobbled up the entire 
yield themselves. 
— In San Francisco, postage-stamp apart­ 
ment gardening “certainly is a big trend,” 
says Barbara Ingle, head librarian for the 
Strybing Arboretum Society there 
— “Keep your head looking up and you'd 
be surprised. . . . I’ve even seen tubs of 
melons on roofs,” says Mrs J. Pancoast 
Reath, chairwoman of the Garden Club of 
America's horticulture committee. 


- "I believe many, many florists are get- 
Ung into the vegetable [plant] sales,” says 
Jeff MacDonald of the Society of American 
Florists 
Why the ‘ great surge of interest” in bal­ 
cony or window box vegetable growing, to 
use Mrs Beath s words? 
Maybe it is because of “a great return to 
nature. ' she offered 
"Or maybe it’s for 
economic reasons " 
It s all right as a hobby or a recreational 
stunt," says Henry Wendler of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Horticultural Society. “But I 
don't know how many pounds of tomatoes 
you’d get on a balcony. When you train 
plants on a trellis you’re doing well to get 
five or eight pounds [of tomatoes] on a 
plant.” 
Increased sales of vegetable-seed packets 
are due in part to patio or apartment gar­ 
deners. 
John Vaughan, president of the Vaughan 
Jacklin Seed Company in Downers Grove, 
Illinois, notes vegetable seed packet sales 
across the United States soared 60 percent 
from 1973 to 1975, although sales have held 
steady since last year. He says home-grown 


tomatoes are popular because they taste 
better than the store-bought variety. “The 
ones you buy in the store are the varieties 
that ship well,” he says. 
Says Lee Schneider, president of Lexing­ 
ton Gardens of Norwalk, Connecticut, with 
flower and vegetable-plant outlets in Con­ 
necticut and Massachusetts: “Certainly, the 
•patio tomato’ has been made quite famous 
in the last year.” And “you can have ex­ 
cellent egg plants planted in one- or three- 
or five-gallon containers.” 
A problem many apartment farmers face 
is a window box that tends to drip w ater on 
passers-by below. To remedy this, farm ers 
have had to have a gentler touch with the 
watering can. 
Books are cropping up on apartment 
farming. One recent paperback is titled: 
"The Apartment Farm er: the Hassle-Free 
Way to Grow Vegetables Indoors, on Bal­ 
conies, Patios, Roofs and in Small Yards.” 
Such books are showing city dwellers 
they don’t have to live in a rooftop pen­ 
thouse to have an apartment garden. All 
they need is a milk container, some sun­ 
light, and a few seeds.

JFK ’s Death Castro Plot, Said Roselli 


WASHINGTON -- On July 28. 
Mafia mobster John Roselli set 
out for the golf course He never 
made it. Hts associates notified 
us that he had vanished 
Five years ago, we investig­ 
ated Raselii’s role in the CIA plot 
to assassinate Cuban prem ier 
Fidel Castro. Roselli found that 
we protected out sources. He 
cam e to trust us We were the 
only newsmen he would talk to. 
That's why his associates called 
us about his disappearanee 
We broke die story here on 
ABC that Roselli was missing A 
few days later, his body was 
found, stuffed into an oil drum, 
near north Miami Beach 
Three Miami detectives re­ 
cently flew to Washington look­ 
ing for cities that might lead to 
Roselli's killers They got the 
runaround The FBI gave them 
no help Tile Senate Intelligence 
Com mittee refused to let them 
see Roselli's latest testimony. It is 
stam ped ‘T op Secret.' 
We can report what he said 
Roselli testified that he believed 
Fidel Castro was responsible for 
John F. Kennedy's assassination. 
It was his first reaction. Roselli 
said. upon learning that Ken­ 
nedy had been killed 
Roselli believed that Castro 


had retaliated for die attem pts 
upon his own life. But Roselli in­ 
sisted that he had no evidence, 
that lit1 was merely giving his 
own opinion He was so guarded 
in his testim ony that Sens. 
H ow ard B aker and R ichard 
Schweiker accused him of hold­ 
ing back information 
The senators now fear that 
Roselli's m urder may have been 
linked to the Castro caper 
We have learned that Roselli 
was not the retired, inactive 
mobster he pretended to be. He 
was deeply involved in financial 
swindles in southern Florida. 
He had also antagonized some 
powerf ul mobsters by talking too 
much to dx1 government. It looks 
as if his killing w as a gangland 
execution 
The Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy, meanwhile, has given up its 
e ffo rts to a s s a s s in a te F idel 
Castro The last attem pt was 
m ade in 1963 Yet the plotting 
against Castro is still going on. 
As late as last May, a group of 
Cubans in Miami conspired to 
kill Castro while he was visiting 
Mexico City. Intelligence sources 
say die plotters belonged to a 
terrorist group called dx* "IVag- 
m atistas" But they have no con­ 
nection with tho CIA 
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K IM ’S C O M E U PPA N C E : 
Kim ll Sung. the North Korean 
leader, has apologized for the 
m urder of two American of­ 
ficers. They w ere beaten to 
death by axe-w’ielding North 
Korean guards. Kim said the 
slaying was "regretful." 
It wasn’t much of an apology, 
and the United States rejected it. 
But it was the first apology Kim 
has ever m ade to the United 
States. 
What caused him to back 
down0 Here’s the inside story: 
Communist China sits heavily on 
North Korea's northern bonder 
K im c a n ’t 
m ak e a 
m ove, 
therefore, w ithout consulting 
Peking. 
Late last week, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger met with 
Huang Chen, who heads the 
Chinese Communist mission in 
Washington Kissinger asked the 
Chinese to use their influence to 
cool die crisis. 
Apparently, Rim received the 
word from Peking. He im ­ 
m e d iately sent a p erso n al 
message to the United Nations 
com m ander, backing dow a 
VIEW FROM SAN CLE­ 
MENTE: 
F orm er president 
Richard Nixon is worried that 
President Ford may jeopardize 
his accomplishments in China 
Nixon recently emphasized this 
to at least two close friends. He 
said old Mao Tse-Tung, the 
founder of Communist China, is 
dying 
It is a crucial tim e, 
therefore, for Chinese-American 
relations 
Yet as Nixon sees it. Ford ls 
neglecting China and favoring 
Russia. Nixon believes this is an 
historic mistake. He thinks the 
United States should tilt toward 
China 


The former president is also 
critical of F o rd ’s diplom atic 
efforts in the Middle East. R e 
cent events have given the 
United States an opportunity, he 
said. to strengthen its ties with 
the moderate Arab countries. 
This will take skillful personal 
diplomacy, in Nixon’s opinion. It 
will also mean adopting a more 
balanced Middle E ast policy, 
less favorable to Israel But the 
end result, Nixon contended, 
would be better for Israel. 
GUARDING THE WIVES: 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date Jim m y Carter has obtained 
Secret Service protection for his 
wife and the wife of his running 
mate, Mrs. W alter Mondale. 
The confidential request was 
submitted to Treasury Secretary 
William Simon. His chief counsel 
ruled that he had no legal 
authority to assign bodyguards 
to candidates' wives. But Simon 
said he didn t want to take a 
chance on the lives of the two 
w om en 
Therefore, he asked 
President Ford to sign a special 
authorization. 
BALKING BROOKE: The 
nation's leading black Repub­ 
lican Sen Edw ard Brooke of 
M assachusetts, feels he m ay 
have been used by his own party. 
He was asked to submit his fi­ 
nancial records to P resident 
Ford, as one of a dozen n e e 
presidential prospects. 
Brooke refused, not because of 
what the records showed but 
because he didn t believe Ford 
considered him a serious candi­ 
date.

Auditors scan 
city books again 


A n n u a l 
a u d i t i n g 
of 
Georgetown's municipal finan­ 
cial records got under way in 
City Hall last week, with two 
staff auditors from the Austin 
firm of Pendleton and Erickson 
examining the city's books and 
accounts. 
Jim Wheeler and Stan Jackel 
expect to be working in the 
Council Room of the municipal 
building for about two weeks, 
but Wheeler said the procedure 
involves additional background 
work. 
“ IT TAKES a couple of 
m o n t h s 
to 
go 
t h r o u g h 
everything, though we've only 
been here in City Hall since 
Monday.” said Wheeler. “ We 
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do some office work before we 
even come out. I guess you 
could say we’ve been working 
on this year’s audit for the last 
four years.” 
Asst. City Manager W. L. 
Walden said the city has used 
the firm for the past three 
years, paying $5,000 to $6,000 
per audit. The procedure begins 
at the close of the c ity’s fiscal 
(financial) year on August 31. 
“ THEY MAKE SURE all the 
money, revenues and expen­ 
ditures. are accounted for and 
put down in the right books,” 
Walden explained. 
“ To be 
blunt, what they do is make 
sure nobody is cheating the ci­ 
ty. When you hear of something 
like $2,000 missing someplace. 
it was usually an auditor who 
discovered it. You can get by 
w ith that sort of thing for 
maybe a year, but then you’ve 
had it 
If they find anything 
missing, we better sure have a 
reason for it. 
“ What they do is called a con­ 
trolled audit.” Walden added 
“ They pick about 160 of our 
bills, send them out to our 
customers, and ask them to 
reply if they find anything 
wrong They're also starting to 
completely audit all our books 
and bank accounts. 
“ This company is very 
thorough, double thorough,” 
Walden added.

Texas gas prices up since July Fourth 


Texas motorists who take a 
motoring trip during the Labor 
Day Weekend will have few if 
any problems finding gasoline, 
but they’ll have to pay about a 
penny per gallon more for fuel 
than the average price charged 
by service stations during the 
July Fourth w eekend two 
months ago 
A survey of 254 gasoline 
retailers showed these average 
prices: 57.4 cents a gallon for 
regular, 59.4 for unleaded and 
61.1 for premium. 
Conducted just before the 
July Fourth weekend, the last 
statewide fuel price survey 
revealed corresponding prices 
of 56.3, 58.3 and 60.4. Last 
Memorial Day weekend, May 
28-31, the average prices were 
54.3 . 56.5 and 58 2. 
AS THE PRICE of gasoline 
has risen throughout the 
summer, so have the potential 
savings for motorists who pump 
their own gas. Average reduc­ 
tion in price at self-service 
pumps is 4 3 cents a gallon for 
the Labor Day weekend, as 
compared to 4.1 cents July 
Fourth and 4.0 cents Memorial 
Day. 


HELPFUL 
INFORMATION 


Proper nutrition in infancy is 
critical for suitable growth and 
development. It can help the in­ 
fant avoid the risk of the insuf­ 
ficiencies and excesses which 
may cause problems during in­ 
fancy and which may, some 
nutrition authorities say, be 
associated with problems later 
in life. 
Unfortunately, breast feeding 
or formula feeding regimens 
are often altered early in an in­ 
fant’s life by the addition of 
cereals and solid foods, or by a 
complete replacement with a 
mixed diet of cereals, solid 
foods and/or cow’s milk. These 
altered diets can add excess 
calories and nutrients which 
may result in problems. Ad­ 
ditionally, these altered diets 
may lead to inadequate intakes 
of certain important nutrients 
such as iron. 
To prevent imbalances of this 
sort, pediatricians throughout 
the country are advising 
mothers that breast milk or an 
infant formula should be the 
major source of food for the 
first six months of a baby’s life. 
After that, throughout the first 
year, their use should be con­ 
tinued. with other foods added 
judiciously. 
This is an important first 
nutritional step because breast 
milk or formula provides the 
nutrients for growth and 
developm ent in a suitable 
balance and form.

TEXAS MILK MARKET 
REVIEWED - Records from 
the Texas Milk Market Order 
indicate that both the volume of 
milk and the number of 
dairymen delivering milk on 
the Texas market is down from 
a year ago. Although the total 
volume of milk was down about 
five million pounds from July, 
1975, the amount of milk used in 
Class I (fluid use) was 69 per­ 
cent of all producer milk, up 
3.89 percent from last July. 
Producers delivering milk on 
the Texas market decreased by 
771 from July of last year, but 
the a v e r a g e da i l y milk 
deliveries per producer in­ 
creased 586 pounds.

He made an infrequent trip 
back to his home town. New 
York, this past week to be 
honored bv the city. Mayor 
Beame presented him with a 
certificate of recognition. 
marking his 60 years in show 
business. 
In films, he was almost type 
cast, frequently playing the 
good-natured, easy-going 
younger brother of the pretty 
girl. 
In television. Brown had a 
recurring role in “Gunsmoke,” 
and appeared in 26 episodes 
through the years before 
becoming a regular on "Gener­ 
al Hospital." 
Brow n is well off today. He 
has made investments iii two 
mines, one in Alaska, the other 
in California, which are about 
to tx' sold. They will make him 
a millionaire. But he doesn't in­ 
tend to give up acting. 
"When that 1x41 rings, you 
want to get in there,” Brown 
declared 
The soaps have kept him 
busy lately, leaving little time 
for other acting. 
“Tile average actor in a soap 
opera does two episode^ a 
week. It is an exhausting 
schedule. You're up early. I'm 
up at 4, studying scripts. Get to 
the studio bv 6 and spend the 
day. Brown said. 
It Ls very much like the early 
years of his career, when he 
worked in stock companies. 
"You worked one show, 
rehearsed a second, and 
studied a third, all at the same 
time." Brown observed ‘There 
is a great comeraderie in the 
soaps, too. These people are 
very professional. Everybody 
works together." 
In his early movie career. 
Brown was under contract to 
Paramount, at the same time 
the studio also had Gary 
Cooper. Claudette Colbert. 
M ary Boland, George Raft. 
Carole Lombard, Ida Lupino 
and Richard Arlen under con­ 
tract He dated Lupino in those 
days. and they were very 
serious, he recalls. 
Years later, Lupino turned 
director. Brown got a call to do 
an episode of "The Intoucha- 
bles. She was the director. 


The old studio system had its 
benefits, according to Brown 
"It was a place for young ac­ 
tors to serve their apprentice­ 
ship There are few places to 
do that today. Sure, mavbe 
they dkseovered Lana Turner 
in a drug store, but the studio 
spent tw'o years grooming her." 
Brown contended

A nim ated look at 
carousel of life 


“ I made a decision when I 
was a young 22-year-old 
student at The Art Center of 
Los Angeles,” says award- 
w inning anim ator John 
Hubley, “ and I never veered 
off course from then on. I 
knew I wanted to do ani­ 
mated film because it incor­ 
porated all my interests: 
art, drama, movement and 
the study of my fellow 
human beings.” 
John and his wife Faiths 
m ost r e c e n t p r o je c t . 
“ E v e ry b o d y R id e s the 
Carousel.” certainly fits 
that bill. This colorful 90- 
minute fam ily film was 
adapted from the works of 
renowned psychoanalyst 
Erik H. Erikson. It airs F r i­ 
day, Sept. IO 9 p.m., ET) 
over CBS 
F a ith Hubley recen tly 
recalled how she and John 
began the project. “ We initi­ 
ated the project with a 
group of students at Yale 
The students began with a 
need to learn the Erikson 
material well enough to be 
able to engage in the even­ 
tual visualization of his 
ideas, which hold that the 
whole of an individual life is 
lived in crucial stages: that 
an emotional crisis occurs 
at each stage; and that the 
dynamics of the society in 
which one lives contribute 
to. or detract from, the 
eventual resolution of each 
crisis. 
"my strongest motivation 
in undertaking the project 
w as to communicate to new 
parents, in a spirit of play 
and enlightenm ent, the 
needs and feelings of small 
children Children are often 
treated as things and people 
without human rights. My 
thought was that it parents 
could be given a sense of the 
whole life cycle, their sen­ 
sitivity to their offspring 
might be increased and the 
relationship generally im­ 
proved for both sides.” 
Both of the Hublevs have 
impeccable credentials for 
undertaking such a project 


John joined the Walt Disney 
studio in 1935. He painted 
backgrounds for “ Snow- 
W h ite and th e S e v e n 
Drawfs" and was an art 
director for “ Pinocchio,” 
“ Bam bi” and the “ Rites of 
Spring" segment of "F a n ­ 
tasia." 
Hubley has mixed feelings 
these days about the Disney 
approach to anim ation. 
“ The Disney tradition is 
classic.” he states, “ in the 
sense that animation -- the 
movement of a character -- 
is essentially based on what 
you do with line drawing.

They tend to 
deal with story m aterial 
that is not contemporary 
and instead go for the ro­ 
m a n tic. s im p lis tic a p ­ 
proach.” 
Hubley, who created one 
of the best known cartoon 
ch a ra cte rs. M r. Magoo. 
feels television.audiences 
have become more sophisti­ 
cated and this offers him a 
greater challenge. 
“ I want lo deal w ith 
deeper, more challenging 
ideas via graphics which in 
volve color, texture and a 
freer approach 
We olten 
use backgrounds which are 
based on factual things, but 
we render un impression ot 
them. It s altogether the 
most enjoyable work I can 
imagine."

GLODT SAYS the crop is also high 
quality. 
“Willie deserves all the cred it,” he 
declared. “ He brought the crop up all by 
him self. He to tally ignored all the 
m odern concepts of agriculture, did it 
his own way, and still cam e up with a 
crop.” 


“ I just kept the grass and weeds cut 
from around the plants, and kept ’em 
w atered,” said P arker. “ I looked on ’em 
for insects every day, but I didn’t see 
any. I guess it was th at fertilizer we used 
on the rest of the law n.” 
Glodt recalled, “ I was ju st carrying a 
bunch of cotton seed out one day about 
last April, and I decided to stick som e in 
the ground, ju st to see w hat it would do. 
“I PUT about five or six seeds in a 
foot-long row — D elta Pine SRI, Luther 
Bird’s experim ental variety CAM, Dunn 
120. and Lockett 4789A — then I forgot 
about it. 
“Guess I thought Willie had probably 
dug it all up, but then one day he brought

a boll of c o tto n in to one of th e 
se creta ries. I w ondered w here h e ’d 
gotten it, and I thought ‘m aybe it w as 
some of that stuff dow nstairs.’ Sure 
enough, next tim e I looked, the plants 
were loaded with fru it.” 
Glodt also noted that insect control 
costs for the crop w ere absolutely zero. 
A GEORGETOWN NATIVE who has 
worked about eight years at the county 
courthouse, P ark er said he cultivated 
only beans at hom e this year but has 
d ev e lo p e d so m e g a rd e n in g ta le n t 
through helping ca re for the courthouse 
lawn. 


Next year w e’re gonna plant this 
whole side in cotton,” he said. 
What will happen with this y e a r’s 
harvest? 


Texas A&M graduate Glodt quipped, 
We’re gonna pick these bolls and save 
em so we’ll have som ething to w ear in 
case the Aggies go to the Cotton Bow l.” 
Or was that Cotton Boll? 
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still would be able to hire fill-in reserve per­ 
sonnel as well, such as in tim es when an 
em ployee falls sick on short notice. 
Sim onson also ag reed w ith the c o u rt’s 
suggestion that vacation schedules be planned 
in advance so that an entire station could be 
closed instead of having the county hire one 
reservist each tim e som eone took his vacation. 
With one station — probably Round Rock — 
closed, nearby stations would go on standby 
duty for two areas so th at the closing would not 
m ean any lack of am bulance service.

County Auditor Ben Kurio m entioned that 
som e EMS personnel had resigned because of 
the long hours involved in working a 48-hour 
shift, and asked com m issioners w hether a 24- 
on. 24-off shift could be arranged. 
“Money-wise, I can’t see it would hurt us 
either w ay.” he said 
I can see the pros and cons of both sides,” 
replied Simonson, explaining it would be easier 
to get a replacem ent fill-in for sick personnel 
to work the shorter shift, but th at the change 
would 
not give them m uch leeway when they 
are off.” 


Simonson him self favored the proposal, poin­ 
ting to the fact that m ental fatigue is ap­ 
preciably greater during the final 24 hours of 
the long shift, and contributes to increased 
possibility of error 


COLLECTIONS also cam e up for discussion 
again as com m issioners considered expenses 
for the upcoming year, including $145,530 in 
salaries and fringe benefits and $21,750 for 
equipm ent as well as $15,000 for a new am ­ 
bulance 


Simonson reported that collections are good 
in Taylor and, at the other extrem e, bad in 
C edar Park 
“ As long as we have a station a t Cedar Park 
I think there will be a bad collection rate there, 
just because of highway accid en ts,” he said, 
pointing out that the county collection rate is 
still above the national average 
“ I think there ought to be a real sincere ef­ 
fort m ade to collect on delinquent accounts,” 
Foust told him. “ If we don’t m ake the effort 
they a re not going to com e in for us.

“You get together with the auditor or with 
the county attorney. I feel this is your respon­ 
sibility, 
he told Simonson.

A 515,000 estim ate for a new am bulance unit 
for the Florence volunteer station is included 
in the 1977 county budget, so the court also dis­ 
cussed the type of vehicle to be purchased. 
“ Would it be wise for us in the future to go to 
van-type vehicles,” Foust asked, and got a 
definite “yes” from Simonson. 
Foust also proposed buying a van and doing 
as much of the interior finishing as possible 
with county labor. 


THOSE PEOPLE are going to m ake som e 
money whatever they do, they are not going to 
charge you just the cost of it, and I think you 
can arrange the interior of it better to suit your 
needs,' he explained. 
The 454 puts less of a strain on the m otor,” 
Simonson rejoined. He told com m issioners 
that because of the size and weight of the units, 
he has had trouble driving 65 m iles per hour to 
Brackenridge. Wind resistance against the 
high tops, coupled with the weight of the large 
vehicles, he m aintained, m ake the larger 
m otor advisable.
